she was there to watch because she may want to become a midwife (identity unknown) 

Location of events: El Paso, TX and New Mexico 

Summary; This complaint is against Morgan E. Crowson, an unlicensed midwife in the state of 
Texas and New Mexico, who provided negligent care to my brother and sister-in-law throughout 
their pregnancy and during the birth of their child. My brother and sister-in-law became pregnant 
in 2017 and sought care from Crowson, who claimed my sister-in-law was pregnant with twins. 
Crowson gave my s ister-in-law prenatal care throughout he^n&^regian^^n^elivei^one 
baby at my brother and sister-in-law’s place of residence, 

April 27,2018. 

Events leading up to the birth: The events of the birth were described to me by our family 
friend who was present at the birth to take photos, and by the events my mother and brother have 
described to me. In November 2017, which was around the 20-week anatomy visit, Crowson 
performed the first ultrasound and alleged that my sister-in-law was pregnant with twin girls. She 
also diagnosed then as identical twin girls (video of twin and gender reveal available). Crowson 
performed 3 more ultrasounds throughout the pregnancy, all without a certification, and claimed 
there were twins each time. When speaking about their prenatal visits, my brother and sister-in- 
law always referred to Crowson as “the midwife.” When I looked up Crowson’s Facebook page, 

I was able to see that she publicly lists herself as a “Midwife, mother, wife, farmer, missionary, 
and follower of Christ,” and she indicates she has a midwifery business as of August 25,2017. 
My sister-in-law had prenatal visits at their place of residence (address above) and at the 
midwife’s place of residence in New Mexico (address unknown). My brother mentioned that 
Crowson was charging them a total of $ 1,000 for prenatal visits and for the birth of the twin 
girls. On Wednesday, April 25,2018 at 7:12 pm MS'nn^iste^i^aw went into early labor, per 
a text message she sent. At around 3:00 am MST, sister-in-law gave birth 

<^06 baby girl. Per my phone call with the family friend who was present: Soon after 
the birth of the firsi: baby, Crowson quickly laid my sister-in-law down and searched for the fetal 
heart tones of the second baby. She kept searching and when she detected my sister-in-law’s 
heartbeat, she called out, “The heartbeat is 90!” She then quickly grabbed her ultrasound 
machine and perfoimed yet another ultrasound where she claimed to see “something,” which was 
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later revealed to have been the placenta. She then pushed on my sister-m-law s sto^h m an 
attempt to push the second baby out. After this, Crowson called out to our famUy fh^d, Call 
911!” Our family friend did so and she said that as she was on the phone with 911, Crowson 
ordered the lady from out of town and the teenage girl to change themselves from scrubs into 
their civilian clothes, as Crowson did so, as well. The family friend who was on the phone with 
911 stated there was a midwife present. Before paramedics took my sister-m-law, Croton said 
to my sister-in-law, “Tell them this was an unassisted birth.” The paramedics then took my 
sister-in-law, my brother, and the baby to University Medical Center, 4815 Alameda Ave El 
Paso, TX 79905, via ambulance. Crowson stayed behind and cleaned everything up quickly 
while our family friend watched the 2 other children ray brother and sister-in-law have. Crowson 
then began to worry that my brother and sister-in-law were going to be mad at her and was 
telling the lady from out of town to go to the hospital. This lady responded that she guessed she 
could GPS the way, since she is not from El Paso. However, this lady from out of town did not 
end up going to the hospital. Crowson insisted that our family friend call my brother after some 
time. Once our family friend called, my brother inforaied her that they were rushed to the OR 
and were about to get an emergency c-section when the staff performed an ultrasound and 
determined there w;as not another baby present. My sister-in-law then delivered the placenta at 
the hospital. Our family friend picked up my brother after some time from the hospital while 
Crowson, the lady from out of town, and the teenage girl stayed with the 2 other children. Once 
my brother arrived, Crowson and the 2 other ladies left. Crowson did not go to the hospit^ for 
the duration of my sister-in-law’s stay. Crowson followed up with my brother and sister-in-law 
once they were discharged. Per a phone call with my brother on Sunday, April 29, Crowson was 
going for a follow-up visit that day to their place of residence (address above). I believe my 
sister-in-law and the baby were discharged Saturday, April 28. Crowson is stiU providing 
postpartum care to my sister-in-law. My main concern is that Crowson was acting illegaly, 
against the state of Texas’ laws, as a licensed midwife and is claiming the birth was unassisted. 
She breached her duty of care, and I am worried about any other clients she may have now or in 


the future.
